With most fruit it takes 51 weeks 


to produce a crop and one week to 
market it. 
In this one marketing 


week'51 times more care should be 
taken than in any one of the previous 
producing weeks. 
Hovrever, here is 


where mr.ny growers fail—they take 
less care in marketing their fruit 
than in growing it. 


During the fall and winter of 1918- 


]'j from 10 to 15 per cent, of Florida 
fruit decayed on the way to market. 
This was a loss of at Ieaj|k890,000 
"boxes of fruit. This decajlwas due 
largely to blue mold. 
It Has been 


shown repeatedly that this decay is 
not caused by inherent weakness of 
the fruit, but by bad handling. I)ur- 
ingthe war it was impossible to obtain 
good help, but that condition has been 
remedied and good labor can now be 
-obtained. 
Scientific workers 
have 


•proven that a wound in the fruit is 
necessr.ry before blue mold fungus 
'tan enter. 


The foreman of the picking crew is 


responsible for much of the decay. 
It is his business to see that each 
picker leaves 'no long stems or makes 
clipper cuts. He must also examine 
field boxes and see that all protruding 
nails and splinters are removed and 
sharp corners rounded. 
Care must 


be taken in emptying the fruit from 
the picking bags that the fruit is not 
injured. A far as results are concern- 
ed, every injured fruit 
is a rotten 


fruit. 
, 


In the packing house the fruit must 


not come in contact with sharp edges 
of machinery. 
Washers and bins 


niuot be so constructed that the fruit 
is not crowded or given violent mo- 
tion. The packers must wear gloves 
to avoid injuring the fruit with their 
finger nails. 


Blue mold fungus lives on organic 


matter. In many groves dropped and 
split fruit are sources of infection 
Mashed fruit and culls left lying about 
in the packing house furnish idea: 
conditions 'for the multiplication and 
growth of blue mold. All drops in the 
groves should be removed. Packing 
house and field boxes 
should 
be 


cleaned. 
Crushed fruit 
and 
culls 


should be kjpt out of the packing 
house. 


Most fruit Is sold by auction com 


panies. Each lot is graded and sok 
according to general appearances am 
the amount of rot. A few decayed or 
anges will greatly affect the price, j 
little care at the time of picking an 
packing will make a great difference 
in the returns. 
' Several years ago the cause of thi 
•decay was not fully understood. Man; 
theories were advanced by grower 
and shippers to explain their losses 
Some attributed the decay to the in 
flnence of a certain type of soil, caus 
ing a possible degeneracy in the frui 
as the trees grew older. 
Others be 


lieved it to be due to climatic cond 
tions, such as fogs and rains. Man 
thought it due to inherent weaknes 
of the fruit. Some believed it due t 
faulty methods used in packing hou: 
es. All believed and agreed that im 
proper and' inadequate transportatio 
was largely the cause of decay.

IN SHIPPING FRUIT 


;F ORANGES ARE NOT WOUNDED 


IN 
PACKING 
AND 
TRANSIT 


THEY ARE MUCH LESS LIABLE 


TO ROT.

University of Florida Agricultural Ex-

With most fruit it takes 51 weeks 


to produce a crop and one week to 
market it. 
In this one marketing 


week'51 times more care should be 
taken than in any one of the previous 
producing weeks. 
Hovrever, here is 


where mr.ny growers fail—they take 
less care in marketing their fruit 
than in growing it. 


During the fail and winter of 1918- 


]'j from 10 to 15 per cent, of Florida 
(rait decayed on the way to market. 
This was a loss of at leaj^890,000 
boxes of fruit. 
This decajM^as due 


largely to blue mold. .It Has been 
shown repeatedly that this decay is 
not caused by inherent weakness of 
the fruit, but by bad handling. Bur- 
ingthe war it was impossible to obtain 
good help, but that condition has been 
remedied and good labor can now be 
obtained. 
Scientific workers 
have 


•proven that a wound in the fruit is 
necessr.ry before blue mold fungus 
•can enter. 


The foreman of. the picking crew is 


responsible for much of the decay, 
ft is his business to see that each 
picker leaves 'no long stems or makes 
clipper cuts. He must also examine 
field boxes and see that all protruding 
nails and splinters are removed and 
sharp corners rounded. 
Care must 


be taken in emptying the fruit from 
the picking bags that the fruit is not 
injured. A far as results are concern- 
ed, every injured 
fruit 
is a rotten* 


fruit. 
, 


In the packing house the fruit must 


not come in contact with sharp edges 
of machinery. 
Washers 
and 
bins 


must be so constructed that the fruit 
is not crowded or given violent mo- 
tion. The packers must wear gloves 
to avoid injuring the fruit with their 
finger nails. 


Blue mold fungus lives on organic 


matter. In many groves dropped and 
split fruit are sources of infection. 
Mashed fruit and culls left lying about 
in the packing house furnish ideal 
conditions 'for the multiplication and 
growth of blue mold. All drops in the 
.groves should be removed. Packing 
house and field boxes 
should 
be 


cleaned. 
Crushed fruit 
arid 
culls 


should be kopt out of the packing 
liouse. 


Most fruit is sold by auction com- 


panies. Each lot is graded and sold 
according to general appearances and 
the amount of rot. A few decayed or- 
anges will greatly affect the price. A 
little care at the time of picking and 
packing will make a great difference 
in the returns. 
! Several years ago the cause of this 
•decay was not fully understood. Many 
theories were advanced ' by growers 
and shippers to explain their losses. 
Some attributed the decay to the in- 
fluence of a certain type of soil, caus- 
ing a possible degeneracy in the fruit 
as the trees grew older. 
Others be- 


lieved it to be due to climatic condi- 
tions, such as fogs and rains. 
Many 


thought it due to inherent weakness 
of the fruit. Some believed it due to 
faulty methods used in packing hous- 
es. All believed and agreed that Im- 
proper and' inadequate transportation 
was largely the cause of decay. 


A certain grower in Florida was 


losing 30 per cent, of his fruit in trans- 
portation. 
He thought it the fault 


of Ihfl railroad companies. He found 
by investigating that it was due to 
clipper cuts and'long stems. 


Railroad companies are not respon- 


sible for decay, if cars have beeu pro 
perly handled during transportation. 
They have a right to fight claims for 
loss in such cases. 


If the produce arrives on the mar- 


ket in an unsightly, decaying mass, 
it sells as .such. 
Good fruit' sells; 


for less if there is decayed fruit in 
the same box.

BOARD OF HEALTH TO 


TREAT CANCER FREE 


Dr. Ralph N. Greene, state health 


officer, in a statement just issued says 
an average of 250 people* die each year 
in Florida from the effects of cancer 
and it has been the desire of the state 


cancer clinic for all indigent cancer 
cases in this state. 


Dr. Greene adds that unfortunates' 


the provisions of the law governing 
the expenditure of the state board of 
health funds makes it impossible for 
the department to apply appropria- 
tions for this important work. 


But Dr. Greene makes the announce- 


ment that an arrangement has been 
perfected with. Dr. Gerry R. Holden 
of Jacksonville who is acting as an 
agent for the state board of health 
for the administration of free radium 
treatment in certain types of cancer 
cases. Dr. Greene requests that tire 
following instructions to applicants 
be strictly adhered to: 


Only cases of inoperable cancer in 


women will be treated. 


The diagnosis of cancer must be 


made by, a reputable physician and so 
certified. 


Patient must be a resident of the 


state of Florida. 
' The patient must be indigent and so 
certified by the county commissioners 
of the county in which she resides.

Florida has set a new national re- 


cord through the general extension 
division at the University of Florida 
which served 2,804 students during 
the first twelve months in the history 
of its extension teaching department 
and registered 3,000 more for class 
and group study. Of the 2,804 enroll- 
ments. 1.9GO were received for indi- 
vidual instruction by correspondence 
study, these registrations came from 
all of the fifty-four counties in the 
state and from person^ interested in 
states and in foreign countries. The 
remaining S44 students finished work 
in twenty-two classes held in nine-. 
teen 
counties 
of the 
state. 
The 


;!.0!>0 will be found in the counties in 
which the work is being carried on or 
is just about to start. 


Dy registering so many students 


during the first twelve months, the? 
Florida division broke by a wide mar- 
gin all previous records for a new uni- 
versity general extension 
division. 


Of the thirty-nine states doing~gener- 
al extension work, California most 
nearly approached this record. 


To enroll these students in the first 


year from 
a white population of 


5CO,000 scattered over an area of 
58,6G6 . square miles .is considered a 
noteworthy achievement in view of 
the fact that the divisions in the older 
states with from two to five times the 
population of Florida, in the corres- 
ponding period in their history did 
not in any way equal the record made 
by Florida. 
In addition, by enabling 


the university to reach many times 
the number of students found in resi- 
dence, the Florida division has excell- 
ed in the first year the present record 
of most of the divisions in other states 
where the work has been carried on 
for a number of years. 


In speaking of the work, B. C. Riley, 


director, says: "These facts show the 
need, demand and 
tremendous pos- 


sibilities of education by general ex- 
tension methods in our state. It also 
shows the value of printer's ink. The 
newspaper men of Florida are to be 
given a great deal of credit for mak- 
ing this record possible, since the 
division has not a professional field 
organizer and the newspaper men of 
the state have been depended upon 
to acquaint the people with their 
rights and privileges in securing in- 
struction and service. 


That the people of Florida appre- 


ciate the extension teaching depart- 
ment of the general extension division 
is shown not only by the large enroll- 
ment, but by the rate at which the 
work has grown. 
During the 
last 


mouth eighteen times as many regis- 
trations were received as during the 
first month, and among those enrolled 
were clerks, farmers', teachers, ex- 
service men, lawyers, civil officials, 
and club women. 
.Through corres- 


pondence—study the division is reach- 
ing mature people who cannot go to 
school, yet feel the need of more 
traiing. and young people whose edu- 
cation has been interrupted. This is 
clearly shown by the fact that 
the 


ages of the pupils enrolled range from 
fifteen to sixty-three, and the aver- 
age age is 28 plus.
